A police riot squad \yas aided 
by *ational guardsmen and marines 
in dislodging Bogue, who held the en- 
I tire second floor of the building to 
himself until the pungent odor of the 
bombs became effective. 
•Besides housing tins veterans bu­ 
reau, the Birmingham public library 
occupies the first floor of the struc­ 
ture, which formerly was the Birm­ 
ingham postoffice. Hundreds of per­ 
sons were in the building although 
most of the bureau clerks were ab­ 
sent by reason of the holiday.

People remember pleasantly the visit of Henry Louis 
Smith, president of Washington and Lee University, here 
several years ago in connection with the re-establishment 
of the Lee School of Journalism at the Virginia institu­ 
tion. Dr. Smith has worked untiringly in the interest pf 
the Southland and of the institution which he heads. 
Today, President Smith talks to the next collegian, the 
boy who is looking forward, heart and soul, to a college 
education upon the completion of his high school educa­ 
tion this spring. 
His advice is clear and constructive. 
Dr. Smith is not attempting to discourage the growth 
of collegiate training, in fact it is a part of his worthy 
business to bring more boys and girls into the higher 
realms of education, but his words should be weighed by 
parents before they press the farewell kiss and utter last 
words of advice to the college bound youth. 
College training is recognized a* almost an essential 
in this day and time, but training is secondary, thinks 
President Smith, if the young man is not qualified in 
other than educational ways before he boards the fall 
special for college.
